“I have this morning received the 
following communication from the 
president of the United States, set­ 
ting forth the position of our gov­ 
ernment relative to suggested inter­ 
national currency measure proposals.

“ ‘(This is President Roosevelt’s 
declaration.) 
I would regard it as 
a catastrophe amounting to a world 
tragedy if the great conference of 
nations called to bring about a more 
real and permanent financial st£d)il- 
ity and a greater fiimncial prosper­ 
ity to the masses of all nations 
should in advance of any serious ef­ 
fort to consider these broader i»ob- 
lems allow itself to be diverted by

modities and need of modem civili­ 
zation. 
‘“ Let me be fTank in saying that 
the United States seeks the kind of 
a dollar whieh in a generation hence 
will have the same purchasing and 
debt paying power as the dollar 
value we hope to attain in the near 
future. That objective means more 
to the g(»d of other nations than a 
fixed ratio for a month or two in 
terms of the pound or franc. 
‘“ Our broad iHirpose is the per­ 
manent stabilization of every na­ 
tion’s currency. Gold, or gold and 
silver can well continue to be a me­ 
tallic reserve behind currencies, but 
this is not the time to dissipate gold 
reserves. 
“ ‘When the world works out con­ 
certed policies in the majority of 
nations to produce balanced bu(igets 
and living within their means, then 
we can probably discuss a better dis­ 
tribution of the world’s gold and sil­ 
ver supply to act as a preserve base 
of national currencies. 
“ ‘Restoration of world trade is an 
important partner both in the means 
and in the result. Here also tem­ 
porary exchange fixing is not the 
true answer.

“ ‘The conference was called to 
better and perhaps to cure funda­ 
mental economic ills. It must not 
be diverted from that effort.’” 
Stunning Blow 
Geological Museum, London, July 
3.—President Roosevelt’s flat decla­ 
ration against temporary stabiliza­ 
tion struck world eccmomio confer­ 
ence and British government circle 
with stunning force today. 
Delegates from all nations crowd­ 
ed about the ticker tape to read the 
statement made by Secretary of 
State Hull, in which the president’s 
declaration was contained. 
Almost all of them read it in 
complete silence, realizing the far- 
reaching effects it will have on the 
London parley.

DON, July 3.—Stunned by President 
Roosevelt's flat rejection of tempor­ 
ary staWlizatkm moves, the gold 
countries represented at ¿the world 
economic conference renewed their 
allegiance to the gold standard to­ 
day.

It was learned, how’ever, that 
Britian was hesitant to move from 
her position on the fence between 
the United States and the European 
gold bloc. The fact that America’s 
latest statement came direct from 
President Roosevelt and therefore 
revealed the definite position of the 
United States made the British 
loathe to make any move calculated 
to embarrass either side.

Although in Washington Professor Moley is an assistant 
to Mr. Hull, now chairman of the delegation, it generally is understood 
that in London his position will be superior to that of the secretary of 
state. 
It Is not this situation alone, though, that stands as a possible ob­ 
stacle to his success in London. One commentator emphasizes Professor 
Molcy’s conviction "that the international factors, though real, are of 
minor importance by contrast to America’s innate powers of recovery 
at home,” and points out that most of the men with whom he will have 
to deal look upon world factors as the chief elements in recovery. "If 
Moley yields" to them, it observes, “the conference may make substantial 
progress. 
If his present views remain -unchanged, a deadlock must re­ 
sult, which conid only be broken by President Roosevelt himself.” 
Moley’s supposed task is to try to persuade the conference to ac­ 
cept Mr. Roosevelt’s views, as he is understood to be the direct spokes­ 
man oi the administration. If he should fall, It would seem, therefore, 
It would spell failure for the conference.

UNIONTOWN, Pa., July 3.—Re­ 
newed proepwity has stepped into 
the coal fields of Fayette and ad­ 
joining counties, a survey by Inter­ 
national New.s Service revealed to­ 
day.

Provisions Of Wheat 
Tax Are Explained 


(Spectei to Tbe Newt.) 
WASHINQTON, July 3.—The bu­ 
reau of internal revenue released to­ 
day tbe fi^owing statement with re­ 
spect to taxes imposed <m wheat 
products: 
Under the agricultural adjustment 
act by prcxilamation of the secretary 
of agriculture and regualtions issued 
tyy him and approved by the presi­ 
dent, a processing tax on the first 
domestic processing of wheat be­ 
comes effective at the first moment 
of July 9, 1933. 
Effective at the 
same time, compensating taxes are 
imposed upon all importations made 
on and after that date of articles 
I»*ocessed whtrily or in chief value 
from wheat. 
Taxes are also imposed cm fioor 
stocks of articles processed wholly 
or in chief value from wheat, held 
for sale or other disposition on July 
9, 1933, except separate retail stocks. 
Articles processed wholly or in chief 
value from wheat Include flour, 
cereal preparaticms made chiefly 


from wheat, bread, crackers, pret- 
sels, macaroni and spaghetti, and 
noodles. Such articles held for sale 
or dispositkm on the effective date 
by millers, wholesalers and jobbers 
are taxable. All flour owned by bak­ 
ers, macaroni manufacturers, hotels, 
restaurants and other establishments 
who bake for sale any products 
whose ingredient of chief value is 
wheat or i»x>ce8sed from wheat is 
taxable. 
Retail dealers will not be required 
to pay tax on separate retail stocks^ 
of flour, macaroni, breakfast foods, 
l»ead, etc., which arc sold to con­ 
suméis within 30 days from July 9, 
1933, but all retail stocks held oi\ 
July 9, 1933, which are still on hand 
at the end of 30 days frcmi that date 
are taxable in the hands of the re­ 
tailer. 
The enf(»'cement of the floor tax 
provisions of the act wUl require re­ 
turns from ai^oximately 35,000 bak­ 
ers. between 400,000 and 500,000 re­ 
tailers and about 4,000 millers.

Fourth oi July injuries may be 
either bums or wounds. 
The bums are seldom dangerous 
unless extensive. Bums of a small 
area of skin can be treated by the 
application of any antiseptic 
or 
sterile dressing. An oily dressing or 
application of grease or ointment 
usually gives relief to the pain by 
keeping the air away from the bum. 
Such dressings may be made with 
sterile olive oU (olive oil which has 
been heated until it bubbles), or car- 
bolated vaseline or uflguentine. 
Wounds, by which is meant breaks 
in the skin Into which bacteria may 
enter, are more serious. The great­ 
est danger is contamination of the 
wound 1^ tetanus bacilli, which pro­ 
duce lockjaw. Over half of the cases 
of lockjaw are caused by wounds 
falling into four classes: (1) punc­ 
tured nail wound of the foot; (3) 
laoerati(m of the finger; (3) lacera­ 
tion of the foot, and (4) a sliver in 
the foot The lacerated wounds of 
the finger and foot 
include 
the

Lockjaw develops in most cases 
within nine days Init may require 14 
days. The poison which is generated 
in the wound moves up Uie nerve 
fibers and enters the central nervoiLS 
s j^ m in that way. While symp- 
tcMns may not show up for nine days, 
the beginning of the developnent o( 
the disease occurs very rapidly. Ex­ 
periments of a Japanese investigator 
who infected rats with tetanus are 
interesting on this point. 
He in­ 
fected the end of the rat’s tail and 
then cut the tail oit at varying 
periods of time. He found that un­ 
less he cut the tail off within an 
hour the rat died of lockjaw. 
These Investigatioos are import­ 
ant as indicating that tetanus an- 
tiU«in 
m u s t 
be 
administered 
promptly in such wounds. “He who 
hesitates Is lost.” Preferably the an­ 
titoxin should be given at a pcdnt in 
the body between the wound and 
the central nervous system. Fot in­ 
stance, if the wound is in the foot, 
the antitoxin shcmld be given in the 
thigh; if in the finger, in the arm. 
For those who have to take te­ 
tanus antitoxin it is well to be pre­ 
pared for a serum rash 
about a 
week later. 
This consists In hives 
and an Itching miption of the skin. 
Most of the cases are mild and re­ 
quire no treatment, but severe cases 
may require adrenalin injections.

dore B. Appel, secretary of health, 
today. 
“Too frequently members of the 
feminine contingent suddenly be­ 
come more or less sensitive to avoir­ 
dupois and take heroic steps to rem­ 
edy the situation. Entirely Ignoring 
the fact that months, and Ukely 
years, were Involved in acquiring 
the extra weight, they take to a 
lopsidect diet like a duck does to 
water and frequently suffer as a re­ 
sult. A fair proportion of men can 
also be in d ict^ for the offense. 
“On the other hand, there are a 
great many more men and women 


whose overly rotund physiques are 
acquired and maintained by a lop-
